Roots of Trees Should Not Be Exposed 


to Sun and Wind—In Dry Weath- 


er Cover With Straw. 


• One of the greatest mistakes when 
shipping trees Is 'that of allowing the- 
roots to become exposed to sun and 
wind. It la absolutely necessary to 
keep the roots wet from the time the 
trees are received from the nursery 
until they are planted. All roots thai 
are Injured In digging should be cut 
with a ktea knife on the underside 
eo that the roots will grow straight 
down. 


If the trees are not ready to 


flant, the roots may be perfected bj 
"heeling them In." By this Is meanf 
to set the tree In a trench and cover 
the roots with loose earth. If th 
weather Is very windy and dry throw 
a little straw over the trees and cover 
with burlap.

Deep cultivation of corn Is never 


necessary when the soil has been prop- 
erly prepared before planting. This 
Is the result shown by Investigations 
at the Minnesota College of Agriculture 
ts well as by Investigations of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. 
In most cases cultivation Is 


necessary almost entirely for the elimi- 
nation of weeds. Shallow cultivation 
will do this Just as well as deep, and It 
does not Injure the roots of the plants. 


Experiments hare shown, however, 


that the yield of corn Increases with 
succeeding cultivations up to xiz. Corn 
cultivated twice at University Farm, 
St. Paul, yielded 45 bcshels of corn 
end 8,210 pounds of stover, giving a 
profit of £x£9. 
Corn cultivated six 


times yielded nearly CS bushels and 
8,931 pounds of stover, giving a profit 
of f 10£9.
